CITY MANAGER REPORT:  On April 28, 1986 the City Council
authorized the City Manager to administratively abate, by
demolition, the residence located at 233 South 32nd Street
(Resolution R-265575). On June 23, 1986 the same authorization



was granted for residences located at 6365 Shaules Avenue and
1986-88 Harrison Avenue (Resolutions R-266066 and R-266067).
Demolition work at these three properties has been completed and
the contractors have been paid out of the Building Inspection
Department's Enterprise Fund as previously authorized. Shortly
after demolition, the Harrison Avenue property was sold and the
new owner reimbursed the City for the work done; therefore, no
further action is needed. A record of demolition and related
administrative costs is hereby transmitted for confirmation by
Council and for authorization to levy these costs as special
assessments:

Administrative Costs
